"  As  it  is  considered  a  mark  of  distino- 
tion  by  men,  to  have  attendants  wearing 
their  livery,  so  does  the  Blessed  Virgin  like 
to  see  her  servants  wear  her  scapular ;  it 
should  be  a  sign  of  their  having  devoted 
themselves  to  her  service,  and  of  their  be- 
longing to  the  family  of  tlie  Mother  of 
God." — St.  Alfiionsus  Liguoiu. 
^  Gaudens  gaudebo — quia  induit  me  vesti 

mentis  salutis — (Is.  Ixi.,  10).  "  Joyfully 
will  I  exult,  because  T  have  been  clothr*i 
with  the  garment  of  salvation."  ^'  Whj 
exclaims  St.  Bernard,  "should  a  weak  mor- 
tal fear  to  have  recourse  to  Mary  ?  Id 
her  we  shall  find  nothing  to  terrify,  nothing 
to  alar^  us;  on  the  contrary,  Mary  is  all 
sweetness.  To  those  who  apply  to  Ijcr,  she 
gives  milk  for  focf  and  wool  'cr  clctLiug. 
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She  opens  to  us  the  treasures  of  her  holj 
ifitercession,  in  order  that  all  may  partake 
of  her  plenitude.''  These  words  need  no 
explanation  :  let  us  only  try  to  find  the  proof 
of  them  in  the  devotion  of  the  holy  soap 
olar. 

It  is  Mary  who  presents  it  to  us,  as  the 
sign  of  her  adoption,  as  a  pledge  of  her  as- 
sistance, and  a  source  of  peace  and  confi-. 
dence.  There  is  nothing  austere  or  painful 
in  this  devotion,  and  if  'it  be  a  burden  of  , 
yoke,  it  is  like  that  of  our  Saviour,  light 
and  sweet.  Come,"  says  Mary  to  the  chil- 
dren of  the  Church,  "  come  to  me,  that  I 
may  endow  you  with  the  riches  which  I 
possess,  that  I  may  clothe  you  with  the  gar- 
ment prcnared  for  my  servants.  Thris  gar- 
ment IS  tbo  garment  of  salvation;  it  will 
draw  down  upon  you  the  fulness  of  my 
mercy." 

Few  persons  will  at  first  comprehend  this 
language,  and,  perhaps,  they  may  be  tempt- 
ed to  reject  it,  either  from  mistrust  of  prac 
lices  of  piety  in  general,  or  particular  pre 
jndice  against  tiie  holy  scapular.  They 
Bhould,  however,  hesitate  to  do  so,  as  they 
f70u]d  tlius  lose  the  precious  graces  wliich 
the  Mother  of  Mercy  bestows  on  her  de- 
voted children  .  We  know,"  says  a  pioui 
•nthor,  **  that  Mary  confers  many  and  even 
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daily  favors,  on  those  who  have  the  honor 
of  wearing  her  scapulai.''  And  we  main- 
tain," says  a  celebrated  theologian  (Ber- 
gier,  Diet.  Theolog.,  art.  Scapulaire),  that 
this  devotion  is  useful  and  salutary,  be- 
cafcise  it  induces  the  faithful  to  honor  the 
Mother  of  God,  to  imitate  her  virtues,  to 
recite  prayers  in  her  honor,  to  frequent  the 
gacraments,  and  to  unite  fraternally  for  the 
performance  of  good  works."  This  is  not 
Haying  enough,"  adds  the  venerable  Father 
de  la  Colonibiere ;  "  of  all  the  practices  of 
piety  with  which  it  is  usual  to  honor  Mary, 
there  is  not  one  which  (if  we  may  say  so) 
makes  our  predestination  so  certain  as 
this  ;  we  should,  therefore,  give  it  a  decided 
preference  oVer  every  other." 

The  devotion  of  the  scapular  is  of  great 
antiquity,  and  ever  since  its  lirst  beginning, 
has  been  highly  approved  of  by  the  Church, 
which  is  sufficiently  attested  by  the  Bulla 
of  the  Pontiffs,  and  the  indulgences  they 
have  granted  to  it  at  various  times. 

The  great  advantages  which  this  confri^ 
iernity  possesses  over  others,  are : 
let — It  is  not  of  human  invention. 
2dly — It  is  favored  with  /he  special  proteC' 

tion  of  the  Queen  of  Heaven. 
3dly — It  has  the  pf  omise  of  eternal  sal- 
vation 
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Ithly — It  avails  much  to  shorten  the  expi 

atory  flames  of  Purgatory. 
Sthb/ — It  has  been  favored  by  God  toith 

many  graces  and  miracles^  ever  since  it 

first  institution. 

It  is  related  in  the  Fourth  Book  of  Kings, 
ehap.  5,  that  Naaman,  the  Syrian,  who  waa 
infected  with  leprosy,  was  told  by  Eliseus 
the  prophet,  Go  and  wash  in  the  river 
Jordan  seven  times,  and  thou  shalt  be 
made  clean  :"  but  he  disdaiiied  to  follow 
the  advice,  as  a  thing  that  could  not  be  of 
any  use  to  him.  His  servant,  however,  ear- 
nestly exhorted  him  thereto,  saying,  "i/ 
the  'propiiM  had  bid  thee  do  some  great 
tiling^  thoii  sJiouldst  have  done  it ;  ho'W 
much  rat] her  tJum  when  he  said  to  thce^ 
Wash  and  tlimi  shalt  be  clean.^''  The 
came  may  be  said  at  present  concerning  the 
holy  scapular ;  if  our  blessed  Lady  had 
commanded  us  to  do  some  great  act,  if  she 
had  enjoined  us  some  severe  penance,  or 
ordered  a  long  and  dangerous  'pilgrimage, 
promising,  as  the  recompense,  that  w 
should  be  freed  from  eternal  damnation, 
from  the  pains  of  Purgatory,  and  even  in 
this  life  preserved  from  many  dangers  ;  rea- 
son would  tell  us  that  we  should  be  willing 
to  make  every  endeavor  to  obtain  such  great 
favors  ;  but  Mary  only  says,  "  Wear  ray 
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t'itery,"  and  she  has  annexed  these  aa<J 
many  other  favors  to  the  reception  and  de- 
vout wearing  of  the  holy  scapular.  Bu< 
you  will,  perhaps,  object  with  Naanian^ 
^vhat  will  such  a  weak  thing  as  the  scapular 
avail  us  ?  To  this  I  answer  with  the  Apo** 
tie,  The  weak  thipgs  of  the  world  hatb 
God  chosen  that  lie  may  confound  the 
strong." — 1  Cor.  i.,  27.  He  tliat  mado 
choice  of  the  weak  element,  water,  to  wash 
us  from  the  deep  stain  of  original  sin,  in 
which  we  were  all  born,  makes  use  of  tlie 
habit  of  the  scapular  (wea'k  as  it  is  in  itself) 
to  produce  those  holy  effects,  which  will  bo 
more  fully  explained  in  the  following  pages. 
May  those  who  shall  peruse  them,  on  find 
ing  that  they  have  so  easy  and  efficacious 
means  of  promoting  their  spiritual  welfare^ 
hasten  to  avail  themselves  of  it,  or  they 
will  be  liable  to  the  reproach  of  indiffer- 
CDce  about  the  all-important  affair  of  salv3^ 
lion ;  and  should  they  unhappily  lose  their 
immortal  souls,  God  will  have  just  cause  to 
aake  the  same  reproach  to  them  which  ha 
tnade  to  the  Israelites  (Osee,  xii.,  9):  Do- 
structioE  is  thy  own,  0  Israel  ? 
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ORIGIN  OF  THE  HOLY  SCAPULAR  OF  OUR 
LADY  OF  MOUNT  CARMEL. 

"The  word  scapular  is  derived  from  the 
Latin,  and  signifies  a  garment  worn  on  the 
.shoulders.  And  since  the  introduction  of 
tliis  devotion  into  the  Church,  this  word  has 
been  employed  to  designate  two  small 
pieces  of  brown  woollen  cloth,  which  are 
worn  as  a  mark  of  particular  devotion  to 
the  Mother  of  God. 

This  devotion  was  instituted  towards  the 
middle  of  the  1 3th  century,  and  as  it  was 
in  some  measure  the  fruit  of  the  prayers  of 
St.  Simon  Stock,  we  will  relate  some  inci- 
dents of  his  admirable  life.  He  was  born 
in  England,  in  the  County  of  Kent,  in  1 163» 
and  was  endowed  even  from  infancy  with 
such  extraordinary  grace,  that  at  the  age 
of  12  years  he  retired  to  a  solitude,  where 
bis  food  was  only  herbs  and  roots,  with  wa- 
ter from  a  rivulet  to  quench  his  thirst. 
The  hollow  of  an  old  tree  served  him  for 
an  oratory,  a  bed,  and  a  cell.  Prayer  was 
there  his  sole  occupation,  and  the  Mother 
of  God,  to  whom  he  was  tenderly  devoted 
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favored  him  with  particular  graces.  He 
spent  thirty  years  in  this  solitude.  Some 
monks  of  Mount  Carmel  having  come  from 
the  East  into  England,  Simon  was  informed 
of  their  arrival,  and  the  holy  Virgin  having 
revealed  to  him  how  dear  that  order  was  U 
her,  and  how  much  she  wished  him  to  entei 
into  it,  he  went  and  cast  himself  at  the 
feet  of  those  Fathers,  who  immediately  ad- 
mitted him  amongst  them.  Nothing  could 
equal  the  fervor  of  the  new  monk.  Wis 
life  was  more  angelical  than  human.  In- 
flamed with  the  same  fire  which  had  con- 
sumed the  illustrious  patriarch  and  founder 
of  his  order,  he  was  so  successful  in  kin- 
dling it  in  his  native  land,  that  the  whole 
island  became  animated  with  new  fervor, 
and  the  numerous  conversions  which  follow 
ed  his  sermons,  were  not  less  wonderful 
than  the  extraordinary  and  frequent  mira- 
cles which  were  worked  by  this  servant  of 
God.  These  prodigies,  as  well  as  his  un- 
common virtue,  induced  the  friars  to  raise 
him  to  the  dignity  of  Superior  General  of 
Mount  Carmel.  He  then  zealously  devoted 
himself  to  promote  in  his  order,  an  ardent 
devotion  to  the  Blessed  Virgin  Mary,  in 
which  he  perfectly  succeeded.  From  that 
period  he  might  assuredly  claim  her  special 
protection,  and  even,  if  we  may  presume  to 
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nay  so,  tbe  gratitude  of  her  who  has  said 
"  I  love  those  who  love  me  " 

Nevertheless,  he  earnestly"  wished  to  have 
lome  sensible  mark  of  it,  and  for  a  loiig 
time  he  entreated  her  to  grant  him  soiue 
pledge  of  her  favor.  After  he  had  passed 
several  years  in  tears  and  supplications,  this 
good  Mother  condescended  to  his  desires. 
She  appeared  to  him,  surrounded  by  a  great 
number  of  blessed  spirits,  and  holding  a 
scapular  in  her  hand,  My  beloved  soUj^^ 
said  she  to  him,  "  receive  this  scapular  as 
the  livery  of  my  confraternity.  It  is  a  j)ri- 
vilege  granted  to  you  and  to  all  the  Car- 
melites ;  it  shall  be  a  mark  of  predestina- 
tion^ a  safeguard  in  danger^  a  pledge  of 
peace  and  of  eternal  alliance.  Whoever 
shall  be  so  hapipy  as  to  die  wearing  this 
garment^  shall  not  suffer  in  the  eternal 
flames  of  hell.^''  This  vision  occurred  on 
the  16th  of  July,  1251.  Blessed  Simon, 
transported  out  of  himself  by  the  favor 
which  lie  had  received  from  the  Ever  lUesi 
t»d  Virgin,  announced  it  in  every  place,  ani 
displayed  the  scapular  which  she  had  led 
behind,  as  a  proof  of  the  reality  of  the  vi- 
sion. Nations  and  kings,  attracted  by  the 
jiOQSoling  promises  of  Mary,  every  where 
hastened  to  make  application  to  the  holy 
Friars  whom  she  had  made  the  depoaito 
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ries  of  this  treasure.  Besides  many  popei 
Df  former  days,  says  a  pious  author,  we 
know  that  several  nearer  to  our  own  timca^ 
AS  Clement  X.,  Clement  XI.,  Clement  XII., 
Benedict  XIII.  and  XIV.  wore  the  holy 
scapular  with  great  veneration.  Among 
prince?  we  find  that  Edward  I.  and  Ed- 
ward II.,  kings  of  England,  the  Emperors 
Ferdinand  II.  and  III.,  the  Empress  Eleo- 
nora,  the  kings  of  Spain  and  Portugal,  and 
almost  all  the  princes  and  princesses  of 
their  courts,  were  eni'olled  in  the  confrater- 
nity of  the  scapular.*  Among  the  kings  of 
France,  St.  Louih,  Louis  XIII.,  Louis 
XIV.,  Louis  XV.,  anid  his  devout  consort 
Mary  Leczinska  of  Poland,  as  likewise  the 
Dauphin,  father  of  Louis  XVI.,  all  consid- 
ered it  an  honor  to  wear  the  livery  of  the 
Queen  of  Heaven. 

Indeed,  the  faithful  of  all  ranks  everj 
where  enrolled  themselves  in  such  numbers 
)n  ilie  ecu  fraternity  of  Mount  Carniel,  that 
the  various  authors  who  have  treated  of  thia 
devotion  unanimously  assure  us,  that  there 
has  been  none  more  approved  of,  or  more 
generally  spread  throughout  the  Christian 
world,  than  that  of  the  holy  scapular.

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REVELATION  MADE  TO  POPE  JOHN  XXII 

A.bout  fifty  years  after  the  death  of  St 
Simon  Stock,*  the  Blessed  Virgin  Marj 
made  a  second  promise  to  Pope  John 
XXII.,  in  favor  of  the  Carmelites,  and  of 
the  brethren  of  the  holy  scapular. 

One  day  that  he  had,  as  usual,  risen  very 
early  to  pour  forth  his  soul  in  prayer,  being 
on  his  knees  in  a  kind  of  ecstasy,  the  Queen 
of  Heaven,  the  Comfortress  of  the  afflicted 
appeared  to  him,  surrounded  with  superna* 
tural  light,  and  wearing  the  Carmelite  habit, 
spoke  thus  to  him  : 

John^  vicar  of  my  Son^  it  is  to  me  you 
are  indebted  for  your  exaltation  to  the  dig- 
nity which  you  enjoy ^  in  consequence  of 
my  solicitations  in  your  behalf  with  my 
Divine  Son^  and  as  I  have  delivered  yau 
from  the  snares  of  your  enemies^  so  do  J 
expect  that  you  will  give  ample  and  favor- 
able confirmatio7i  of  the  holy  Caiyiielitt 
order ^  which  was  first  instituted  on  MoitrU 

•  On  the  16th  day  of  July,  in  the  year  1265,  St  Simon 
litock  departed  this  life  at  Bordeaux,  in  the  one  hundredth 
year  of  his  age;  he  was  rendered  glorious  by  the  gift  of 
ntiracies  and  prophecy.

among  the  ReHgious  or  Brethren  of  the 
Confraternity^  iv/fo  depart  out  of  this  life^ 
there  sha/l  be  any  ivho  for  tlieir  sins  havt 
been  cast  into  Purgatory  ;  /,  their  g lor ii/^a 
Mother^  will,  descend^  on  the  Saturday  af 
f  j^r  their  death  ;  I  will  deliver  those  whom 
I  shall  find  in  Purgatory^  and  take  them 
up  to  the  holy  mountain  of  eternal  life.'^'* 
These  are  the  very  words  of  the  Bull  of  the 
3d  Marr^h^  io  22,  whereby  Pope  John  XXII. 
made  the  promulgation  of  this  privilege, 
which  he  at  the  same  time  confirmed  in  all 
its  extent,  saying,  I  accept  then,  this  holy 
indulgence,  I  corroborate  and  confirm  it  on 
earth,  as  Jesus  Christ,  by  reason  of  the 
merits  of  his  glorious  Mother,  has  conceded 
it  in  Heaven."  (BuUarium  Carmelitanum, 
torn.  61.)  This  is  called  the  Sabbatine  Bull, 
which  has  been  approved  of  by  Pope  Alex- 
ander v.. -Clement  VII.,  Pius  V.  and  Gre- 
gory XIII.  (See  Bened.  XIV.— Fathei 
Crasset.)  The  sacred  Congregation  of  ritet 
Also  acknowledged  it.  for  it  is  stated  as  a 
pious  belief,  in  the  lessons  of  the  solemn 
eommemoration  of  our  Lady,  which  tlie 
Carmelites  celebrate  on  the  16th  of  July, 
and  these  lessons  having  been  examined 
and  approved  of  by  Cardinal  Bellarmine, 
were  eou&rnied  by  the  sacred  ConffiegaticHi 
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hi  1609,  and  subscribed  by  the  Prefect  of 
the  said  congregation,  in  the  name  of  Pop« 
Paul  V  ;  this  approbation  was  renewed'  in 
1612.  Moreover,  the  Congregation  of  the 
holy  ofBce  of  the  inquisition,  under  Paul  V 
in  1G13,  confirmed  this  privilege  on  the  fol 
owing  occasion  : 

An  inquisitor  of  the  kingdom  of  Portugal 
attempted  to  prevent  the  Carmelites  from 
stating  the  privilege  of  the  Sabbatine  Bull 
in  their  public  sermons  :  the  affair  having 
been  referred  to  Home,  the  Congregation  of 
the  holy  oiSce,  after  a  strict  examination  of 
the  prerogatives  of  the  holy  scapular,  issuei 
a  decree  to  serve  as  a  rale  of  conduct  for 
the  future  :  this  decree,  of  which  the  follow- 
ing is  a  literal  translation,  was  approved  by 
Pope  Paul  v.,  in  1613  : 

"  The  Ca»-meli^^^  fathers  are  authorized 
to  prea  h  that  the  laithful  may  piously  be- 
lieve, With  regard  to  the  assistance  given  to  ^ 
the  souls  of  the  Carmelites,  and  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Confraternity  of  our  Lady  of 
Mount  Carmel,  to  wit :  that  the  BItased 
Virgin  will  relieve,  by  her  continual  inter- 
cession, by  her  suffrages,  by  her  merits,  and 
by  her  special  protection,  and  particularly 
en  the  Saturday  (being  the  day  consecrated 
to  her  b}^  the  Church),  the  members  of  the 
•onfraternity  who  shall  have  died  in  tha 
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state  of  grace,  have  worn  the  Scapular  da? 
iiig  life,  observed  chastity,  each  one  accord 
iiig  to  his  state  of  life,  recited  the  liittlc 
Office,  or  who  not  being  able  to  recite  ii 
shall  liavc  observed  the  fasts  of  the  Cliurch 
and  abstained  from  flesh  meat  on  Wednes 
days  and  Saturdays,  unless  v/hen  Christmas 
day  happens  to  fall  on  either  of  those 
days." 

The  Sabbatine  Bull  was  also  examined 
and  authorized  by  the  most  famous  univer- 
sities, colleges,  and  schools  of  Christendon. , 
by  the  university  of  Cambridge,  in  England, 
in  1374,  by  that  of  Bologna,  in  Italy,  in 
1609,  and  by  that  of  Salamanca,  in  Spain. 

Moreover.  Urban  VIII.,  Clement  X.,  and 
Innocent  XI.,  confirmed  the  decree  of  S. 
Congregation  of  Rites  relative  to  the  office 
of  the  16th  of  July. 

In  tine,  Benedict  XIII.,  by  his  decree 
Urdii  et  orbis  of  September,  1726,  approved 
of  the  office  for  the  festival  of  Our  Lady  of 
Mount  Carmel,  July  16,  and  commanded  aii 
he  faithful  of  both  sexes  who  are  bound  to 
ecite  the  canonical  hours,  to  do  it  under 
the  rite  of  great  double.* 

There  are  a  number  of  graces  and  advan*

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togcs  attached  to  this  holy  habit,  which  fully 
accounts  for  the  devout  anxiety  which  th# 
faithful  have  always  manifested  to  receive  it 
We  shall  here  detail  them  one  after  anothef. 

FIRST  ADVANTAGE. 

Communion  of  Merits^ 

Pope  Clenient  VII.  has  made  the  mem> 
bers  of  the  Scapular  partakers,  in  a  more 
Bpecia4  manner  than  the  rest  of  the  Faithful, 
of  all  the  spiritual  and  meritorious  works 
which  are  performed  in  the  universal  Church ; 
and,  moreover,  they  are  sharers  in  all  the 
merits  of  the  whole  order  of  Mount  Carmel, 
fts  well  as  in  thos^  of  the  confraternity  of  the 
Holy  Scapular. 

This  is  declared  to  them  in  the  following 
words  by  the  priest  who  invests  them  with 
the  Scapular :  "  In  virtue  of  the  power 
which  has  been  given  to  me,  I  receive  and  ^ 
admit  you  to  the  participation  of  all  the  de- 
vout meditations,  prayers,  disciplines,  fasta^ 
tlms  deeds,  of  all  the  vigils,  masses,  officea^ 
•fid  other  spiritual  works  which  are  per. 
formed  day  and  night,  through  the  merciful 
a««istance  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  in 
various  parts  of  the  world,  by  the  religious 
of  the  holy  order  of  Mount  Carmel ;  in  the 
Dame  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Bon,  and  of 
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the  Holy  Ghost."  This  privilege  ought  to 
be  esteonied  the  more,  because  tliis  devout 
and  observant  congrecjation  hath  ever 
abounded  with  many  most  pure  souls,  so 
that  it  must  be  very  advantageous  to  par- 
icipate  of  their  prayers  and  good  works 
Olement  VII.,  out  of  a  singular  devotion  ho 
tiad  to  this  hc-^.y  confraternity,  liath  extended 
til  is  communication  further,  and  hath  made 
the  brothers  and  sisters  of  the  Confraternity 
of  the  Scapular  participants  of  all  'pious 
actions  which  are  done  throughout  the  whc_o 
Church  of  God.  Moreover,  Sixtus  IV. 
granted  to  the  members  of  the  Scapular  al] 
the  privileges,  indulgences,  graces,  and 
favors  which  are  granted  to  the  Cord  of 
Francis,  to  the  Rosary  rf  our  I^lessed  Lauy, 
or  to  any  confi-aternity  whati^oever,  so  that 
t}iey  do  enjoy  them  as  much  as  if  they  were 
really  members  of  these  sodalities,  by  reason 
of  their  communication  in  privileges  with 
the  order  of  the  Carmelites.  What  more  is 
wanting  t'O  give  a  high  idea  of  this  associa 
tion,  and  to  prove  its  beneficial  effects  * 

SECOND  ADVANTAGE. 

The  Special  Protection  of  Mary, 

The  Church  puts  the  following  words  into 
the  raouth  of  the  Virgin  :  ^'  If  there  are 
tra ong  mankind  those  who  are  little  by  their 
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haniility  let  them  come  to  me.  Who.^oeTer 
finds  me  will  have  found  life,  and  will  dra"W 
salvalioii  at  the  fountain  of  the  Lord.  I 
possess  riches — riches  which  surpass  thosf 
of  the  whole  universe — I  bestow  them  auun- 
dantly  on  those  who  love  me,  and  1  fill  theiB 
with  treasures.'' 

From  these  words  it  may  be  conceived 
what  favors  they  have  a  right  to  expect  from 
Mary,  who  receive  with  humitjty  the  gar- 
ment of  her  beloved  children.  The  prin- 
cipal and  most  precious  favor  is  the  tender 
affection  which  she  will  then  entertain  for 
them. 

"  The  members  of  the  confraternity  of  the 
Holy  Scapular,"  says  the  celebrated  Father 
Colombiere,  S.  J.,  "  have  a  great  advantage 
over  all  the  other  clients  of  the  Blessed  Vir- 
gin ;  for,  as  they  openly  profess  their  allegi- 
ance to  their  divine  Mistress,  bv^earing  heT 
habit,  sJie  is  on  lli.at  account-  Wli^cd^  as  ii 
werey  to  assist  and  favor  thein  on.  all  I  Ha 
^Kcasions  m  wkirh  th-cy  stand  in  need  of  he9 
protection. 

^'  This  rule  is  even  observed  in  the  world, 
whe^e  justice  is  not  in  general  much  attended 
to,"  &c.  And  in  another  place  he  says : 
*  Who  can  deny  that  of  all  the  practices  of 
piety,  there  is  none  which  obliges  us  to  so 
iDUcb  assiduity  as  this  ;  for,  as  the  other  do- 
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<rotions  to  the  Blessed  Virgin  occupy  only  n 
certain  space  of  time,  there  must  be  days,  or 
at  least  hours,  when  the  clients  of  Mary  can 
not  be  distinguished  from  those  wlio  are  nol 
devoted  to  her  ;  whereas,  a  member  of  th^ 
holy  Scapular  wears  the  glorious  badge  of 
her  servitude,  at  all  times,  and  in  al' 
j^laces. 

"  This  homage,  which  he  continually  payi 
to  Mary,  cannot  fail  to  be  pleasing  to  her,  and 
it  a/so  serves  to  protect  him  from  the  attacli 
of  his  enemies ;  their  snares  cannot  surprise 
him^  as  he  is  constantly  clad  with  that 
livery^  the  sight  of  tvhich  puts  them  tc 
flight.  This  reason  alone  would  be  suf 
ficient  to  induce  the  Blessed  Virgin  to  take 
charge  of  the  salvation  of  her  adopted  chii 
dren,"  v^c. 

THIRD  ADVANTAGE. 

Plenary  Indulgences. 

A  plenary  indulgence  is  granted  to  th« 
members  of  the  Holy  Scapuhir  of  Moun^ 
Carmel  : — 

1st.  On  the  day  of  adniission  into  the 
Confraternity  of  the  Scapular. — (Paul  V.) 

2d.  On  the  festival  of  our  Lady  of  Mount 
Carmel,  July  16th,  or  on  any  day  during 
the  Octave.— (Paul  V.,  Benedict  XIV.) 

3d.  On  the  day  in  each  montli  on  whidb 
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there  is  a  procession  in  honor  of  the  Blessed 
Virgin,  for  all  who  assist  at  the  procession. 

Tf  U  be  impossible  for  thom  to  attend,  it  will  suffice  to  visU 
the  Church  of  the  Confraternity;  or,  if  tliat  cannot  be  done 
to  recite  the  Little  Office  of  our  Latly,  or  the  Lord's  Prayei 
ftnd  Hail  Mary  fifty  times,  with  an  acL  of  contrition,  and  a  r« 
•c'atlon  to  confess  and  cainmunicate  as  soon  as  it  can  conv« 
ai«iitly  be  done.— (Paul  Y.,  Clement  X.) 

4th.  At  the  hour  of  death  for  those  who 
devoutly  pronounce,  or  at  least  say  in  their 
hearts,  the  holy  name  of  Jesus. — (Paul  Y.) 

5th.  Every  time  that  other  confraternities 
have  a  plenarj  indulgence. — (Sixtus  IV., 
Clement  VII.) 

6th.  A  plenary  indulgence  on  all  the  fes- 
tivals of  our  Lord,  on  those  of  the  Blessed 
Virgin,  and  on  the  twelve  Apostles,  as  wpU 
as  on  those  of  the  saints  and  beatified  mem- 
bers of  the  Carmelite  Order. — (Gregorj 
XVL) 

7th.  Besides  the  above  indulgences,  ai) 
who  wear  the  holy  Scapular,  may  gain  a  ple- 
nary indulgence  on  any  two  days,  at  thcia 
option,  in  every  week.— (Gregory  XVI.) 

N.B. — ^There  are  three  conditions  to  be  observed  in  order  jt 
ipftin  the  above  plenary  indulgences,  viz.,  to  confess,  to  com* 
nmnieate,  and  to  visit  a  chnrch,  and  to  say  therein  some 
prayers  (sncli  as  five  Paters  and  Aves,  the  Litany  of  Jes'as,  or 
of  \hQ  Blessed  Virgin),  for  the  exaltation  of  *the  Catholic 
Ohurch,  the  propagation  of  our  holy  Faith,  peace  and  concord 
among  Christian  kings  and  princes,*  the  extiri)ation  of  heresiea 
imd  schisms,  the  conversion  of  sinners  and  infidol  nations,  and 
Jter  all  the  intentions  of  tba  same  holy  ChnrcL.  Peo  pa^i 
UJ, 
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PARTIAL  INDULGENCES  FOR  MEMBERS  Of 
THE  SCAPULAR 

1st  An  indulgence  of  five  years,  and  fiv« 
quarantines,  to  those  of  the  confraternity 
who  accompany  the  Blessed  Sacrament  to 
the  houses  of  the  sick,  and  pray  for  them 
—(Paul  V.) 

2d.  Five  years  and  five  quarantines  to 
those  who  receive  Holy  Communion  once  a 
month,  and  pray  for  the  intentions  of  his 
holiness  the  Pope. 

3d.  Three  hundred  days  to  those  who 
ahstain  from  meat  on  Wednesday  and  Sat- 
urday. 

4th.  One  hundred  days  to  those  who  re 
cite  the  Little  Ofiice  of  our  Lady. 

5th.  One  hundred  days  each  time  thi. 
members  give  alms,  or  perform  any  otha*- 
corporal,  or  any  spiritual  work  of  mei'cy. 

6th.  Forty  days'  indulgence,  once  a  day^ 
to  those  who  recit-e  seven  Our  Fathers,  and 
«even  Hail  Marys,  in  honor  of  the  seven  joys 
of  our  Blessed  Lad}^  viz.,  those  which  sh^ 
bad  at  the  Annunciation  of  the  Angel,  the 
Visitation,  the  Nativity,  the  Adoration  hy 
tbrce  Kings,  the  Finding  of  Jesus  in  Ikt 
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r'-mple,  the  Resurrection,  and  the  Assuinp 
tion. 

N.  B  -  All  these  indulgences  ore  app.icable,  by  way  of  mi^ 

Sageb  to  the  soula  in  Purgatory. 

FOURTH  ADVANTAGE. 

A  Shorter  Purgatory. 

In  addition  to  the  aforesaid  indulgences, 
which  the  members  of  the  confraternity  of 
the  Scapular  may  gain  in  this  life,  they  also 
enjoy  a  special  privilege  and  an  extraordinary 
advantage,  which  is  commonly  called  the  Sab- 
batine  privilege.  This  privilege  hath  for  its 
security  the  promise  made  to  Pope  John 
XXI by  the  Blessed  Virgin,  and,  as  before 
stated,  is  inserted  in  the  lessons  approved 
cf  by  the  Church,  for  the  feasts  of  the  solemn 
commemoration  of  the  l^lessed  Virgin  Mary, 
celebrated  by  the  order  of  the  Carmelites 
ori  the  I6tb  of  July,  where  we  read  these 
words  : — "  Not  only  in  this  world  'jur 
Blessed  Lady  has  beatified  with  many  pre 
-oga lives  this  Order,  so  acceptable  to  he^, 
but  also  in  the  other  world  (she  everywhere 
b,>ing  great  in  power  and  mercy)  doth  favor 
those  that  are  enrolled  in  the  society  of  the 
Scapular ;  for  whilst  they  are  purged  by  the 
!ire  of  Purgatory,  she  dotli  comfort  them 
with  maternal  ali'ection,  and  by  her  prayers 
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doth  very  speedily  bring  them  into  the  3elo0 
tiai  country,  as  is  piously  believed." 

The  excellency  and  greatness  of  this  privi 
lege  will  easily  appear,  if  we  consider  ho^ 
horrible  the  broiling  torments  of  Purgatorj 
*re  ;  according  to  St.  Gregory,  St.  Augus- 
"une,  St.  Jiernard,  and  others,  they  are  not 
oi  any  way  to  be  compared  to  the  pains  of 
this  life,  nor  to  those  pains  which  the  holy 
martyrs  endured.  Moreover,  the  angelical 
doctor,  St.  Thomas,  saith  :  "  That  they  do 
exceed  the  pains  which  Jesus  Chi-ist  sulfered 
in  his  holy/passion,  which,  notwitlistanding, 
were  the  most  cruel  and  bitter  that  ever  any 
creature  endured  in  this  life  ;  besides,  they 
are  not  torments  for  an  liour,  or  a  day,  as 
those  of  this  world,  but  they  may  and  do 
last  twenty,  tLlr  y,  or  a  hundred  years. ^' 
From  these  fearful  torments  the  members  of 
the  Scapular  are  exempted,  if  they  perform 
what  the  members  of  the  Scapular  are 
obliged  to  do,  and  die  in  the  state  of  grac 
invested  with  the  holy  habit. 

FIFTH  ADVANTAGE. 

Ttie  Grace  of  Salvation. 
The  holy  Virgin,  in  giving  the  Scapulai 
to  St.  Simon,  made  him  a  most  consoling  pro- 
oiise.  She  put  no  bounds  to  the  confidence 
of  those  who  should  wear  her  habit.  In  the 
engagement  she  made  to  protect  them,  there 
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is  no  condition.  Her  words  are  precise 
**  Whoever  shall  die  wearing  this  habit ^ 
diall  not  suffer  eteimal firey  Do  you  thcB 
believe  that  all  who  die  wearinpr  the  Scapula? 
will  be  preserved  from  eternal  damnation?* 

I  answer,  3^es,  certainly  I  believe  it,  and  \ 
lee  notiiin«i;  absurd  in  this  belief,  since,  ac- 
cording to  St.  Peter  Damian,  all  tlic  mercies 

the  Lord  are  in  the  hands  of  Mary. 

But  another  objection  may  be  raised, 
«rhich  is  calculated  to  deceive,  as  it  Is 
clothed  in  the  words  of  the  Gospel.  Jesu's 
Christ  himself,  say  they,  teaches  us,  that  the 
only  means  of  salvation  left  to  the  sinner  is 
Penance,  and  that  if  the  impious  man  die  in 
Ais  sins,  although  he  be  clothed  in  the  habit 
of  Mary,  still  he  will  be  excluded  from  ad- 
mittance into  the  holy  city,  into  which  no- 
thing defiled  can  enter. 

We  might  answer  this  objection  by  ad 
ducing  many  well-authenticated  examples 
which  prove  that  Mary  has  often,  on  accouu 
of  the  Scapular,  retained  unrepentant  souU 
in  their  wounded  and  bleeding  bodies,  in 
order  to  give  them  time  to  reconcile  them- 
selves with  their  God. 

The  remarkable  occurrence  is  well  known 
which  happened  to  a  certain  soldier,  who

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«ra8  discovered  three  days  after  the  battlt 
of  Senef  (1674),  grasping  in  one  hand  the 
Scapular,  in  the  other  a  llosary,  and  calling 
for  a  priest  to  confess  his  sins,  although 
covered  with  mortal  wounds.  Besides  otlier 
wounds  he  had  received  on  the  head  a  deadly 
ftroke  from  a  sabre,  and  a  musket  ball  had 
pierced  his  head  from  side  to  side,  so  that 
his  brains  were  seen  on  each  side  protruding 
from  the  wound.  Those  who  were  appointed 
to  take  charge  of  the  wounded,  considered 
liim  to  be  dead,  and  were  passing  him  by 
anheeded ;  but  he  implored  them  to  take 
prty  on  him,  and  to  carry  him  with  them,  as 
hev/ished  to  confess.  They  carried  him  off 
the  field ;  the  army  chaplain  happening  to 
be  there  at  the  moment,  the  dying  soldier 
confessed  his -sins,  and  did  not  depart  this 
life  until  after  having  received  absolution.* 

But  should  any  one  trust  to  such  remark- 
able examples  without  caring  to  change  his 
life  and  abandon  sin,  he  would  indeed  be 
guilty  of  the  greatest  temerity ;  for  Marj

It  from  tlic  Marquis  of  S  ,  w  ho,  besides  two  other  gon- 

Ucuen  of  the  Court,  were  present,  eye-witnesses  of  th« 
evert,  and  siirued  the  narration  of  tlie  miracle,  which  ooaie 
time  afterwards  was  drawn  up  b.y  the  Fathers  of  a  Monastery 
near  Ath,  Father  Claude  de  la  Colonibiero  relates  the  sam« 
miracle  in  his  Sermon  on  the  S^:i[)ular,  which  was  aelivered  1» 
»4e  pre«€oce     the  D"ches5  of  York. 
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possesses  other  means  by  which  to  save  os» 
which,  so  to  speak,  are  more  natural,  and 
more  in  accordance  with  the  usual  guidance 
of  Divine  Providence.  "  In  her  hands,"  as 
we  said  hefo.re,  "  are  all  the  graces  and  mer- 
cies of  the  Lord,"  according  to  St.  Peter 
Oamian.  In  manu  ejus  sunt  omnes  misera- 
lione.'*  Domini."  Out  of  this  inexhaustible 
treasii/e,  which  she  has  in  her  possession,  she 
selects  graces,  wliich  are  at  the  same  time 
Uiild  but  powerful  for  converting  the  heart 
of  the  sinner  to  fill  it  with  sentiments  of  truti 
sorrow  and  contrition,  and  to  change  him 
from  a  reprcbate  and  slave  of  Satan,  into  b 
satnt  and  child  of  God. 

Let  no  one  flatter  himself  with  the  hope 
of  passing  from  a  life  of  crime  and  excess 
to  the  life  of  the  blessed,  by  any  other  way 
than  by  the  way  of  penance  ;  but  upon  this 
way  the  Mother  of  God  well  knows  how  to 
conduct  the  sinner,  notwithstanding  every 
difficulty. 

When  he  least  expects  it,  she  will  send 
into  his  soul  a  ray  of  supernatural  light, 
which  will  give  him  to  understand  his  error, 
and  show  him  the  terrible  misfortune  of  a 
soul  which  is  abhorred  by  God  ;  and  he,  on 
his  part,  will  be  astonished  to  tind  only 
gweetness  and  delight  in  that  which  was  to 
him  so  bitter  and  irksome  before  :  then  will 
he  feel  his  heart  filled  only  with  horror  and 
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disgust  of  those  things  which  he  formerly 
loved,  and  from  which  he  never  before  could 
tear  himself.  Moreover,  it  is  the  general 
opinion  of  the  most  celebrated  theologians, 
which  is  confirmed  by  the  authority  of  the 
Fathers  and  Doctors  of  the  Church,  that  t4 
13  impossible  for  a  true  servant  of  Mary  t 
he  lost, 

St.  Bonaventure  puts  no  other  bounds  to 
the  power  of  Mary  than  the  almighty  power 
of  God  himself.    St.  Antoninus  assures  us 

that  her  prayer  can  never  be  denied.''  St 
Peter  Damion  says  elsewhere,  that  "  he  fbr 
whom  Mary  shall  have  once  prayed,  cannot 
be  eternally  lost."  AYho  has  not  hear»l  the 
consoling  w^ords  of  St.  Anselm,  wheiv  ad- 
dressing himself  to  Mary.  He  says  :  ^'  No 
one  who  has  recourse  to  thee,  and  upon 
whom  thou  sbalt  favorably  cast  thine  eyes, 
will  ever  perish."  Now,  if  this  divine 
Mother  secures  the  salvation  of  those  who 
only  fly  to  her  protection,  what  will  she  nol 
do  for  those  who,  in  oi^der  to  render  them- 
selves sure  of  that  protection,  clothe  them- 
seWes  in  her  habit  ?  Is  this  not  a  continual 
invocation,  and  can  any  one  show  her  more 
special  honor  than  by  carrying  constantly 
about  him  a  mark  w^iich  shows  that  he  be- 
longs to  her,  that  he  has  consecraced  him- 
self to  her  service,  and  that  he  looks  on  it 
M  the  greatest  honor  to  be  permitted  to 
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rear  the  badge  of  her  livery  ?  Qui  ha 
buerit  characterem  ejus,"  says  St.  Bonaven 
turc,  adnotabitur  in  libro  vitae.''  (Ifl 
Spec )  "  The  name  of  him  who  wears  her 
livery  is  inscribed  in  the  book  of  life."  But 
let  no  one  here  deceive  himself ;  for  these 
words  cannot  refer  to  those  who  practise  this 
devotion  only  to  be  able  to  sin  more  freely 
and  with  greater  impunity :  those  who  in- 
dulge this  vain  imagination  deserve  rather 
chastisement  than  mercy  for  their  rash  pre- 
sumption I  speak  here  o^ily  of  those  who 
at  least  sigh  and  groan  under  the  weight  of 
their  chains,  and  though  they  possess  not  the 
strength  to  burst  their  bands,  still  have  the 
will  to  do  it,  since  they  hope  to  receive  from 
Mary,  in  return  for  the  slight  honor  they 
pay  her,  the  strength  necessary  to  throw  off 
the  yoke  of  their  passions. 

The  great  Suarez  appears  to  go  still  far- 
ther :  For  it  can  happen,''  says  he.  "  thai 
God  in  his  infinite  mercy  will  hear  the  prayer 
df  the  sinner  who  is  not  yet  determined  tf 
change  his  life,  provided,  however,  that  hi 
obstinacy  does  not  proceed  so  far  that  he  is 
ready  to  reje*:5t  entirely  the  spirit  of  pen- 
ance, but,  on  the  contrary,  perseveres  in 
prayer  with  courage  and  confidence,  implor- 
ing of  God  the  aid  he  stands  in  seed  of  for 
obtaining  eternal  life." — (Ue  Relig.)  Bene- 
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diet  XLV.  is  of  the  same  opinion,  in  sup 
port  of  which  he  quotes  this  very  passage. 

But  some  may  perhaps  still  object.  Ifj 
then,  the  sinner,  notwithstanding  all  ihei^ 
favors,  sho-uld  continue  to  persevere  in  hii 
•inful  life;  if  he  close  his  eyes  to  eveiy 
light ;  in  a  word,  if  he  die  in  this  state — 
then  he  will  die  in  his  sins ;  for,  says  St. 
Augustine,  even  God  himself  will  not  force 
the  will  of  him  who  is  determined  to  plunge 
himself  into  destruction.  Yes  !  he  will  die 
in  his  sins,  but  he  shall  not  die  with  the 
holy  Scapular.  If  he  will  not  permit  Mary 
to  draw  him  out  of  the  abyss  of  sin,  then 
she  will  still  find  means  to  deprive  him  of 
her  livery ;  he  himself  will  lay  aside  the 
holy  habit,  sooner  than  that  he  should  die 
with  it  as  a  reprobate.  Something  will 
happen  to  him  similar  to  that  whix?h  hap- 
pened to  a  certain  wretched  man,  whose  un- 
fortunate history  is  too  well  known  As  this 
miserable  man  several  different  times  at 
tempted  in  vain  to  drown  hiinself,  not  su©- 
ceeding  in  his  effort,  he  knew  not  to  whs;t 
cause  he  could  assign  this  remarkable  cir- 
cumstance ;  then  recollecting  that  he  carried 
about  him  the  Scapular,  he  no  longer  doubted 
that  this  was  what  prevented  him  from  ful- 
filling his  sad  resolve.  The  unfortunate 
wretch,  unmoved  by  this  evident  mark  of 
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the  protection  of  Mary,  cast  the  Scapulai 
from  him,  plunged  once  more  into  the  water, 
and  was  swallowed  up  by  the  very  waters 
which  till  then  had  spared  him.  lie  died  is 
his  sins,  he  died  committing  the  greatest 
crime  of  which  man  can  be  guilty,  but  h« 
died  not  until  he  had  first  laid  aside  tht 
Scapular  of  Mary,  the  habit  of  salvation, 
"  in  which  whoever  dies  shall  not  endure  the 
eternal,  flames  of  hell."  '*  In  quo  quis  rao- 
riens  aeternum  non  patietur  incendium  " 

Oh.  Mary!  no  vested  diikl  of  thine, 
Bhall  ill  liell's  eternal  exile  pino. 


WHAT  THEY  WHO  WEAR  THE  HOI.r  SCA 
PULAR  OF  MOUNT  CARMELARE  OBLIGETi 
TO  DO. 

In  order  to  gain  all  the  graces  and  privi 
leges  annexed  to  the  Scapular,  tz:o  things 
are  necessary  : 

1st.  The  Scapular  must  be  received  with 
the  accustomed  ceremonies  from  a  priest  em- 
powered to  give  it. 

2d  It  must  be  devoutlj  worn,  as  a  Sea 
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pular  that  is,  hanging  from  the  should*?r8. 
When  the  first  one  is  worn  out,  it  may  be 
replaced  b}^  another,  blessed  or  not,  without 
a  new  ceremony. 

In  order,  ii'.)wever,  to  obtain  the  privileges 
of  the  Sabbatine  Bull,  the  following  condi 
fcions  must  be  complied  with  : 

1st.  Chastity  must  be  observed  accordiDg 
to  one's  state  of  life. 

•2d.  Those  who  can  read,  must  recite 
every  day  the  Breviary  or  the  little  office  of 
the  Blessed  Virgin,  as  used  in  the  Church. 
Those  who  are  not  able  to  read,  or  who  are 
hindered  from  saying  it,  must,  instead  of  the 
office^  abstain  from  the  use  of  flesh  meat  on 
Wednesdays  and  Saturdays,  and  observe  the 
fast  days  of  the  Church. 

With  regard  to  the  condition  of  saying 
the  office  of  Our  Lady,  or  abstaining  from 
meat,  it  must  be  observed  that  tl.j  members 
of  the  Scapular,  who  wish  to  gain  the  Sab 
batine  privilege,  are  not  free  to  make  a 
ehoice  between  tlie  abstinence  and  the  office; 
but  these  obligations  may  be  commuted  oi 
changed  by  a  confessor  who  has  the  faculty 
for  doing  so.* 

The  Scapular  must  bn  worn  night  and  day 
in  the  manner  prescribed.    Parti^.  iar  3ar« 

•  According  to  the  Re,«erif)t  oi  Gregory  XVI.,  of  Oct  7tk 
tMO,  Mid  22(i  of  Jiuiuary.  lSi2. 
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should  be  taken  to  wear  it  at  the  hour  ol 
death,  as  a  distinctive  mark  of  the  order, 
and  as  a  safeguard  against  dangers,  because 
•*  He  who  shall  die  clothed  with  this  habit 
will  be  preserved  from  hell-fire."  It  is  alac 
good  to  be  buried  with  it. 

Children  who  by  the  devotion  of  their 
parents  receive  the  habit,  are  not  obliged  to 
do  anything  until  they  are  seven  years  old, 
and  yet  thej  may  gain  the  Sabbatine  privi- 
lege. 

The  Scapular  should  be  made  of  two 
pieces*  of  woollen  cloth,  of  a  dark  brown  or 
coffee  color,  attached  to  a  double  string,  so 
that  it  may  hang  over  the  shoulders,  one 
piece  on  the  breast  and  the  other  on  the  back. 

It  is  a  pious  custom  to  have  a  picture  of 
our  Blessed  Lady  sewed  on  a  Scapular,  or 
to  have  the  initials,  I.H.S.,  marked  on  one 
j>iece,  and  the  initials,  I.M.I.,  on  the  other  ;f 
but  neither  the  picture  nor  these  letters  it 
necessary,  a  simple  Scapular,  without  either, 
is  sufficient. 

To  be  a  member  of  the  Confraternity  oi 
the  Scapular,  that  is  to  be  entitled  to  share 
in  the  merits  and  good  works  of  the  whole

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arder  of  Mount  Carmel,  to  have  a  right  Ic 
the  persoPxal  indulgences  of  the  confrater 
nitv  no  particular  prayer,  fast,  or  abstinence 
has  been  prescribed  by  the  Church,  so  th€ 
devout  client  is  at  liberty  to  oifer  to  thi 
special  Patroness  of  Mount  Carniel,  anj 
tribute  of  prayer  and  praise  which  his  de- 
votion may  suggest,  which,  being  voluntary 
will  be  the  more  meritorious.  This  is  the 
opinion  of  all  the  Carmelites  who  have  writ- 
ten on  the  subject.  It  is  tlierefore  an  erro- 
neous idea,  though  a  very  general  one,  that 
the  members  should  daily  recite  seven  Ou-r 
Fathers  and  seven  Hail  Marys,  in  order  to 
be  entitled  to  the  privileges  and  indulgences 
of  the  confraternity.  It  is  true  the  mem- 
bers (and  they  only)  gain  an  indulgence  of 
forty  days  by  reciting  thv^se  prayors  :  but 
they  are  not  bound  to  do  so,  nor  do  they 
lose  any  thing  but  that  partial  indulgence, 
by  not  saying  them. 

Some  persons  are  deterred  from  embracing 
the  devotion  of  the  Scapular,  by  the  idea 
that  they  would  thereby  be  obliged  either  to 
recite  the  office  of  our  Blessed  Lady,  or  to 
abstain  from  meat  twice  a  week ;  whereas 
they  may  be  good  members  of  the  confrater 
nity,  and  enjoy  most  of  the  advantages  of 
it,  as  has  been  already  observed,  by  simplj 
wearing  the  Scapular 
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The  recitation  of  the  office,  or  the  absti 
©enco,  is  the  condition  for  gaining  the  Sabba 
tine  privilege,  that  is,  to  be  released  from 
Purgatory  on  the  first  Saturday  after  our 
vdeath,  by  the  merits  and  prayers  of  th 
■Blossod  Virgin. 

The  sick  who,  as  long  as  they  were  able, 
•observed  the  conditions  for  gaining  this 
|iriviloge,  are  not  obliged  to  seek  for  a  coin 
iinutation. 

The  faculty  of  blessing  and  giving  the 
vScapular  includes  likewise,  in  virtue  of  the 
Bull  of  Clement  VII.,  the  power  of  giving 
^€0  the  members  of  the  confraternity  the 
general  absolution  and  plenary  indulgencv 
-of  the  order  at  the  hour  of  death.  Should 
.a  priest  possessing  the  above  faculty  not  b( 
At  hand,  in  Jiujus  defectu  any  confessor 
Approved  of  by  the  Bishop  may  give  it. 

It  should  be  distinctly  understood,  thai 
ithe  obligations  prescribed  in  the  Confrater- 
nity of  the  Scapular  do  not  bind  under  sin— • 
nut  even  under  venial  sin — if  tliey  are  r.cg- 
Jected  without  contempt.  One  is  thereby 
onl}  deprived  of  the  graces,  privileges,  and 
advantages  which  are  attached  to  each  of 
those  duties  or  obligations.  The  spiritual 
favors  which  the  members  thus  forfeit  are 
eo  conislderable  that  duties  which  are  so  easj 
nd  salutary  should  be  speed ilv  resumed. 
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«iRACLFi>  PERFORMED       VIRTUE  OF  Tng 
SCAPULAR. 

'*  God  alone  can  work  miracles,  and  when 
he  does,  it  is  either  to  bear  testimony  to 
the  triitli  of  our  faith,  or  to  tlie  utility  of 
the  devotions  which  have  been  adopted  bj 
the  Church,  'i'his  testimony,  as  theologians 
affirm,  cannot  be  employed  to  authorize 
falsehood  ;  tlierefore,  thei'e  is  no  proof  so 
certain,  among  all  those  which  may  be  ad- 
duced to  convince  theliuman  understanding, 
as  that  of  an  eflect  above  the  power  of  na- 
ture. Prodigies  of  this  kind  serve  to  mani 
fest  the  truth,  and  only  the  truth;  they  speak 
a  language  which  error  cannot  assume,  and 
leave  no  pretext  for  incredulity.  Ilenco  I 
eonclud(j  that  the  devotion  of  the  Scapular 
is  the  best  of  all  those  pious  practices  which 
the  Church  authorizes,  because  it  has  been 
confirmed  by  more  frequent  and  well-authen- 
ticated miracles  than  any  other.  IIow  manj 
fires  have  been  extinguished  by  it,  whilst  i1 
has  itself  been  preserved  whole  and  entire 
in  the  midst  of  flames  !  Hov»^  often  Lav6 
persons  in  danger  of  perishing  by  fire  been 
80  wonderfully  protected  by  it,  that  thoy 
paused  through  the  burning  flames  without 
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tYeu  a  Lair  of  their  beads  being  sihged  \ 
Tts  utility  has  been  more  than  once  proved 
in  shipwrecks,  as  well  as  on  other  trying  oc- 
casions, but  especially  in  sickness.  I  should 
never  end,  were  I  to  particularize  the  many 
instances  in  which  the  servants  of  Mary  ha¥f 
been  preserved  by  it."* 

The  limitfe  usually  prescribed  to  a  sermon 
prevented  the  Pere  Colombiere  from  giving 
examples  of  the  miraculous  power  of  tlio 
Scapular.  We  shall,  however,  relate  a  few 
well-attested  miracle*?,  which  will  prove  that 
the  devout  servant  of  God  had  good  grounds 
for  his  assertions. 

1.  At  the  siege  of  Montpelier,  in  the 
year  162*2,  a  soldier  named  M.  de  Beaure- 
gard was  struck  by  a  musket  ball,  but  did 
not  receive  the  slightest  wound.  Ho  stag- 
gered, but  did  not  fall,  like  a  man  who  had 
merely  received  a  slight  blow.  He  was  in- 
stantly undressed,  when  it  was  perceived  that 
the  ball,  after  penetrating  his  clothes,  rested 
on  the  Scapular  which  he  wore,  where  it 
itopped,  thus  evidently  proving  that  to  it  he 
©wed  the  preservation  of  his  life.  Louis 
XI  i  1  ,  King  of  France,  who  witnessed  this 
mir><jie  nimsclf,  immediately  put  on  this 
pioce  of  heavenly  armor  also.    This  mirack

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i  |/laced  beyond  doubt,  as  it  was  witnessed 
by  a  numerous  army. 

2.  Monsieur  de  Cuge,  oornet  of  a  com- 
pany of  horse,  was  wounded  at  Tenn,  in  the 
year  1636,  by  a  cannon  ball,  which,  passing 
through  his  left  side,  had  torn  his  heart  ta 
pieces,  so  that  naturally  he  could  not  live 
A  moment.  Nevertheless,  Almighty  God,  by 
the  intercession  of  the  glorious  Virgin,  gave 
him  time  to  repent,  for  lie  was  in  mortal  sin 
(as  he  afterwards  declared),  and  prolonged 
his  life  for  three  or  four  hours,  during  which 
time  he  made  his  confession,  and  with  his 
own  hands  wrote  his  last  will  and  testament; 
which  beino-  done,  the  suro-eon  came  to  search 
his  wounds,  and  found  that  the  bullet  had 
driven  the  Scapular  into  his  heart.  On 
being  drawn  out,  he  presently  expired,  making 
many  acts  of  profound  gratitude  towards  the 
sacred  Virgin,  who  prolonged  his  life  in  a 
miraculous  manner,  and  preserved  him  from 
eternal  death. 

3.  Some  missionaries  from  Perigueui 
were  preaching  a  mission  in  1656,  at  Saint 
Aulay^  a  town  in  Saintonge  A  fire  broke 
out  in  a  house  about  ten  o  clock  at  night, 
and  raged  with  such  violence,  that  a  great 
number  of  the  inhabitants  collected  on  the 
spot  to  give  all  the  help  they  could  Mnder  the 
oircnuistauces.     Among  th-e  crowd  "was  i 
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worthy  clergyman,  who  (^-ocollecting  that  at 
Porigue^jx,  about  twenty  years  before,  a 
great  fire  had  been  miraculously  extinguished 
by  a  Scapular,  which  event  had  been  in 
quired  into,  and  attested  by  the  magistral 
9f  the  town),  desired  a  young  man,  remarka- 
Me  for  his  faith  and  piety,  and  who  happened 
to  be  on  the  spot,  to  take  off  his  Scapular, 
and  to  throw  it  into  the  midst  of  the  flame?*, 
and  you  will  find,''  he  added,  that  thej 
will  be  soon  extinguished  through  the  inter- 
cession of  the  Blessed  Virgin."  The  young 
man  hastened  to  obey,  and  making  his  way 
through  the  crowd,  threw  his  Scapular  into 
that  part  of  the  fire  where  it  was  raging 
most  violently.  At  the  same  moment  the 
flames  seemed  to  ascend  like  a  whirlwind, 
and  the  fire  ceased  burning.  The  Scapular 
was  found  intact  on  the  following  da}'',  in 
the  midst  of  the  burnt  remains  of  the  house. 
The  miracle  was  so  apparent,  that  some  Cal 
viuists  who  were  present,  said  among  them 
selves,  that  young  man  is  a  sorcerer,"  whil 
tl:ie  Catholics,  on  the  other  hand,  praised 
8od,  and  admired  the  virtue  of  the  Sca- 
pular. 

These  are  the  very  words  of  the  attesta- 
tion," says  the  missioner*  who  relates  the

4.  In  the  year  1675,  at  Brugclettc,  two 
soidiers,  Vincent  Matthew  and  N^'ooks  I*ier 
rot,  having  quarrelled,  the  former  tired  t 
'^t  his  con^panion,  who  was  alout  tcs 
fjou  airii^rtUi-  iivjiii  ni_:.,  The  ball  fortunately 
fame  in  contact  with  his  Scapn  a-,  '\nd  caused 
him  no  furtlier  injury  than  a  slight  '^on.u- 
siou,  although  it  had  p?.or:3.1  jc.li  his  jacket 
and  shirt,  and  was  found  near  the  pit  of 
the  stomach,  and  slightly  flattened.  Two 
Lther  soldiers  saw  the  shot  fired,  and  als« 
the  Scapular  attached  or  stuck  to  the  contu- 
sion. The  surgeon  stated  on  oath  that  he 
had  found  the  ball  in  the  shirt.  Vincent 
a^ud  Nicolas,  after  asking  pardon  of  each 
other,  and  being  mutually  reconciled,  like 
good  Christians,  deposed  to  the  fact  on  oath 
iu  presence  of  the  authorities  of  the  place. 

Several  of  the  officers  of  the  regiment 
quartered  on  the  spot,  and  some  of  the  most 
respectable  inhabitants,  also  deposed  fchaf 
they  had  seen  the  contusion  on  the  breast 
df  the  man,  as  well  as  the  ball  slightly  f»at 
iened,  and  the  holes  made  by  it  in  his  jacket 
and  shirt.*

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6.  Father  Theophilus  Raynaud,  of  tht 
Bocieiy  of  Jesus,  says  that  the  daughter  of 
%  merchant  at  Toulon,  having  fallen  danger 
ously  ill  at  the  age  of  four  yeais,  was  sud- 
'denly  cured,  on  her  parents  making  a  vow  to 
iiave  her  enrolled  in  iLi  0  .iLf'Siv  Uuioy  of  fcna 
'Scapular;  but  they  lia-^ing  neglected  for 
nomo  years  to  fullil  thoi.  p.iyin.rie,  the  child 
was  attacked  wi^l  l  dii:eu...e  still  more  serious 
•than  the  first,  go  much  so,  that  the  physicians 
•unanimously  declared  th-.t  it  was  impossible 
58he  could  reccvor.  TLc  parents  then  vomem- 
^bering  their  vow,  hastened  to  make  the  sick 
<;hild  adopt  the  livery  of  Mary,  and  she  was 
instantly  restored  to  perfect  health.  In 
token  thereof,  the  parents  placed  a  picture 
with  an  inscription  in  the  chapel  of  our 
Lady  of  Mount  Carmel,  that  it  might  serve 
ft6  a  memorial  of  the  infinite  goodness  of 
God  to  the  2nembers  of  the  Confraternity  of 
the  Scapular. 

6,  In  the  year  1719,  the  hamiet  of  Ballon 
in  the  Diocese  of  Metz,  was  tureatenod 
with  destruction  by  fire,  which  liad  sud 
denly  broken  out,  when  the  coniidence  cf 
the  inhabitants  in  the  protection  of  our 
Lady  of  Mount  Carmel  induced  them  to 
eayt  a  Scapular  into  the  flames ;  the  fire 
iiistantiy  abated,  and  the  Scapular  was  found 
miraculously  preserved  on  a  burning  rafter. 
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The  liishop  of  Metz  had  an  attestation  of 
the  above  drawn  up,  which  was  signed  and 
sealed  by  him  :  in  this  document,  after  re- 
latin*;  the  miracle,  he  says  :  "  Ail  the  cir- 
cumstances of  this  event  plainly  prove  that 
\he  Almighty  intended  to  reward  the  faith 
lud  confidence  which  had  been  shown  in  tlio 
Blessed  Virgin,  by  a  public  and  well-authen- 
ticated miracle;  therefore,  w^e  ordain,  in 
order  to  preserve  the  remembrance  of  so 
signal  a  favor,  as  well  as  to  promote  the 
edification  of  the  faithful,  and  an  increase 
of  devotion  to  our  Blessed  Lady,  which  is 
grounded  on  the  tradition  of  the  wliole 
Church,  that  on  the  second  Sunday  of  July, 
every  year,  in  perpetuity,  there  shall  be 
added  to  the  pious  ceremonies  and  devotions 
practised  by  the  members  of  the  Confrater- 
nity of  the  Scapular,  a  procession  round  the 
hamlet  of  Ballon,  after  which  the  Te  Deum 
shall  be  sung,  in  thanksgiving  for  the  miracle, 
with  which  it  hath  pleased  the  Divine  Good 
noes  to  honor  the  said  place,  as  well  as  U 
encourage  the  faith  and  devotion  of  tho&e 
who  have  recourse  to  God,  by  a  praiseworthy 
confidence  in  the  intercession  of  the  Blessed 
Mary.

In  conclusion,  we  say,  it  is  no  new  thing 
<o  Almighty  God  to  make  use  of  the  cloljea 
and  garments  of  saints,  in  order  to  effect 
prodigious  things.  The  mantle  of  the  holy 
patriarch  St.  Elias,  twice  divided  the  water 
of  the  river  Jordan.  4  Kings  ii.  The  sha- 
dow of  St.  Peter  cured  all  diseases.  Acts  v. 
15.  The  handkerchiefs  and  napkins  of  St 
Paul  drove  away  evil  spirits,  and  healed  all 
sorts  of  iniirmitics.  Acts  xix.  12.  And,  our 
Saviour  has  never  so  frequently  employed 
the  relics  or  garments  of  any  saints  in  the 
performance  of  such  things  as  he  has  done 
the  sacred  liabit  of  his  Virgin  M^other,  which 
he  seems  to  have  selected,  in  order  to  de- 
monstrate to  the  world  both  the  efficacy  of 
her  inrercession,  and  the  height  of  her  merit 
uid  glory.

There  are  several  others,  to  which 
likewise  many  graces  and  indulgences  arc 
attached. 

1  .  THE  SCAPULAR  OF  OUR  BLESSED  LADY 
OF  THE  SEVEN  DOLORS. 

)f  the  order  of  Servites,  or  Servants  of 
Mary,  whicii  was  founded  in  the  year  1133 
by  seven  noblemen  of  Florerice,  viz.,  Bon 
filius  Monaldius,  Bonajuncta  Manetti,  Ma 
nettus  Antellcnsls,  Amideus  de  Amiaeis, 
Uguccio  Uguccionis,  Sosteneus  de  Sosteneis, 
A.lexius  de  Falconeriis,  to  whom  the  Blessed 
Virgin  appeared,  and  commanded  them  m 
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wear  a  black  habit,  in  momorj  of  her  Sevea 
Dolors.* 

Q.  THE  SCAx»ULAR  OF  THR  iRIMACULATE  COR 
CEPTIOxN, 

«f  thv)  order  of  Theatines,  or  Regular  Clerks 
9f\dc\i  was  founded  by  Sc.  Cajetau  of  Viu- 
cenza.  and  Peter  John  Oaraffa,  wlio  was 
afteivards  Pope,  under  the  name  of  Paul 
IV.,  and  died  in  tlic  year  1559. 

111.   THE  SCAPULA^l   OF  THE   MOST  HOLV 
TRINITY, 

of  the  orde**  o:  Trinitarians  for  the  Re- 
iemption  of  Capcives,  which  was  founded 
m  the  twelfth  century,  by  St.  John  de  Ma- 
tha  and  St.  Felix  de  Vahns.  These  Re- 
ligious wear  a  white  habit,  with  a  cross  of 
red  and  blue  on  the  breast,  as  shown  by  an 
angel  to  St.  JdIiu  de  Matha,t  and  in  whicb 
the  Blessed  Virgin  appeared  to  St.  Felii 
de  Valois. 

These  three  Scapulars,  like  the  Scapular 
ftf  Mount  Carniel,  are  composed  ea^*h  of  two 
small  pieces  of  woollen  cloth.  Wiien  worn 
together,  with  that  of  Mount  Carmel,  all 
four  pieces  square,  or  nearly  so,  are  sewed

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together  like  the  leaves  of  a  book,  and  fo;ii 
more  pieces  exactly  siniilar  arc  sewed  in  lik< 
manner;  then  these  two  parts  (four  piecce 
in  each)  are  joined  by  two  bands  of  tape, 
about  eighteen  inches  long,  so  that  one  paH 
falls  on  the  breast  and  the  other  on  the  back. 
The  largest  piece  is  generally  the  Scapular  of 
Mount  Caruiel,  which  is  of  a  brown  color  \ 
the  second,  which  is  somewhat  smaller,  is 
the  Scapular  of  Our  Lady  of  the  Seven 
Dolors,  and  is  of  a  black  color ;  the  third  is 
the  Scapular  of  the  Immaculate  Conception, 
and  is  still  smaller  and  of  a  blue  color ; 
this  color,  the  emblem  of  resignation  to 
Mary,  was  also  the  color  of  her  mantle. 

The  Scapular  of  the  Most  Holy  Trinity 
is  white,  and  the  smallest  of  the  four  :  in 
the  middle  of  which  there  must  be  a  cross, 
likewise  of  weol,  one  arm  of  which  must  be 
red.  the  other  blue.  All  these  colors, 
well  ag*  the  cross,  must  be  visible. 

The  Redemptorist  Fathers  have  also  the 
power  to  give  these  three  Scapulars.  Tht 
essential  requirement  for  obtaining  all  the 
indulgences  and  graces  ann-exed  to  these  three 
Scapulars  is,  to  receive  them  from  a  priest, 
empowered  to  grant  them,  and  to  wear  them 
constantly.  If  any  one  loses  or  wears  out 
the  Scapular,  he  can  take  another  in  ite 
liead     Those  who,  cither  through  carelaae- 
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Qcss,  or  even  tlirough  malioe,  neglect  to  weai 

U,  or  have  laid  it  aside,  can  again  resume  it 
and  gain  all  tlie  indulgences  and  privi'legen 
as  before.  The  Scapular  of  the  Most  II o)^ 
Trinity  alone  is  excepted  ;  according  to  IIk 
declaration  of  Innocent  XI.,  it  must 
Hcssed  as  often  as  it  is  renewed 


IJJDULGENCES  GRANTED  TO  THOSE  WHO 
WEAR  THE  FOUR  SCAPULARS. 

Besides  the  innumerable  graces  and  in- 
dulgences annexed  to  this  devotion,  the 
Popes  have  granted  many  special  indulgen- 
ces to  those  who  wear  the  four  Scapulars. 
The  following  are  the  principal,  to  obtain 
which  no  special  visit  to  any  particular 
church  is  reijuircd  : 

Paul  v.,  by  hie  briefs  of  the  30th  Oc- 
tober, 1()0G,  31st  August,  1 009,  and  I9th

Innocent  XI ,  by  his  Constitution  of  th^ 
lOtb  February,  i(580,  1st  September,  1681 

ISO 
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and  24th  October,  1682,  have  granted  th« 
following  indulgences: 

1.  Four  Plenary  Indulgences  on  the  day 
of  reception  J  when  they  receive  the  foui 
Scapulars,  provided  they  confess  and  com 
municate,  and  say  some  prayers  for  the  ia 
t-ention  of  his  Holiness. 

2.  Four  Plenar}'  Indulgences  at  the  hour 
of  death,  provided  they  receive  the  sacra- 
ments. 

3.  A  Plenary  Indulgence  on  the  princi 
pal  feast  of  Our  Lady  of  the  Seven  Dolors, 
on  the  usual  conditions. 

4.  A  Plenary  Indulgence  on  Passion 
Sunday,  provided  that,  after  fulfilling  the 
ibove  conditions,  they  meditate  some  time 
on  tiie  Passion  of  Christ  and  the  Sorrowi 
of  Jlary. 

5.  Besides  those  who  wear  the  four  Scap 
alars  may  gain  the  other  indulgences,  pie 
nary  and  partial,  mentioned  on  pages  103 
104,  and  105,  not  spoken  of  here. 

By  virtue  of  the  Constitution  of  Clement 
X.,  of  the  2d  of  January,  1672,  beginning 
with  the  words  "  Cum  sicut  accepimus, 
these  indulgences  are  applicable,  by  way  of 
•uffrage,  to  the  souls  in  Purgatory. 

"  And  let  it  be  particularly  made  known, 
that,  besides  many  particular  indulgeneoi 
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there  are  annexed  to  the  Scapular  of  tLe 
Immaculate  Conception,  which  is  blessed 
oy  the  Theatine  Fathers,  all  the  indulgences 
which  are  granted  to  any  religious  order 
pious  place,  or  person.  And  particularly 
by  receiting  '  Our  Father,'  '  JIail  Mary,' 
and  ^  Glory  be  to  the  Father,'  six  times,  id 
honor  of  the  most  Holy  Trinity  and  of  the 
immaculate  Mary,  are  gained  each  time  all 
the  indulgences  of  Rome,  Portiuncula,  Je- 
rusalem,  Gralicia,  which  reach  the  number 

of  FOUR  HUNDRED  AND  THIRTT -THREE  PLE- 
NARY INDULGENCES,  bcsidcs  the  temporal, 
which  are  innumerable.  All  this  is  tran- 
scribed from  a  sheet  printed  by  the  same 
Theatine  Fathers  " — St,  Liguori 


lY.  THE  RED  SCAPULAR  OF  OUR  LORD'S 
PASSION ;  AND  OF  THE  SACRED  HRA.RIS 
OF  JESUS  AND  MARY 

On  the  evening  of  the  Octave  of  the  Feas^ 
ef  St.  Vincent  of  Paul,  July  2Gth,  1 846, 
our  Lord  appeared  to  a  Sister  of  Charity, 
at  Pans,  while  she  was  praying  in  chapel, 
before  the  hour  of  benediction.  In  his 
right  hand  he  held  a  red  Scapular,  sus- 
pended by  worsted  strings  of  the  same  color 
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On  one  side  of  the  Scapular  he  was  lepm 
B€nted  as  crucified  ;  at  the  foot  of  the  cross 
wrere  the  most  painful  instruaients  of  His 
Passion — the  scourge,  the  hammer,  tht 
mantle  which  had  covered  his  bleeding 
body.  Around  the  crucifix  were  these  words 

Sacred  Passion  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
mve  us!^^  On  the  opposite  side  of  the 
Scapular  was  the  image  of  His  Sacred 
Heart  and  that  of  liis  most  blessed  Mother; 
a  cross,  phxced  between  the  two,  seemed  to 
urise  from  the  two  hearts  ;  and  around  them 
were  written  the  words  :  Sacred  Hearts  of 
Jesus  aud  Mary  protect  us 

This  apparition  of  our  Lord,  holding  m 
his  hand  the  Scapular  of  the  Passion,  was 
repeated  several  times.  On  the  festival  of 
the  Exaltation  of  the  Holy  Cross,  1846, 
phe  saw  it  again,  when  our  Divine  Saviour 
i«aid  to  the  aforesaid  sister  :  "  All  those  who 
wear  this  Scapular  shall  receive^  on  ever^ 
Vriday^  a  great  increase  of  Faith^  Hope 
a 'id  Charity^ 

In  June,  1847,  the  Superior-General  cf 
the  Congregation  of  the  Mission  went  to 
Ktmie,  and  laid  before  the  Holy  See  the 
particulars  of  all  these  visions,  submitting 
all  to  the  judgment  of  the  visible  Head  of 
klie  Church.  The  Sovereign  Pontiff  deemed 
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those  extraordinary  favors  worthy  of  his  at, 
tention,  and,  by  a  Rescript  of  the  25th  of 
June,  he  approved  of  their  object.  It 
Bcemed  good  to  His  Holiness  to  authorize 
the  Superior-General  to  establish  a  nevi 
Scapular,  of  a  red  color,  called,  "  The  Scap 
ular  of  the  Passion  of  our  Lord,  and  of 
the  Sacred  Hearts  of  Jesus  and  Mary,"  to 
which  he  has  been  pleased  to  attach  the  fol- 
lowing indulgences,  and  to  give  to  all  the 
Missioners  of  the  said  Congregation  the 
faculty  to  bless  this  Scapular,  and  to  dis- 
tribute it  to  the  faithful. 

Indulgences  granted  by  the  Rescript  of 
June  25,  1847,  are  : 

1.  Every  Friday  an  indulgence  of  seven 
years  and  seven  quarantines  for  all  persons, 
who,  wearing  this  Scapular,  shall  approach 
the  Holy  Communion,  and  recite,  five  times, 
Our  Father,  Hail  Mary,  and  Glory  be  to 
the  Father,  in  honor  of  the  Passion  of  Our 
Lord. 

2.  An  indulgence  of  three  years  and  three 
quarantines  for  such  persons  as  shall,  at  an  j 
time,  meditate  half  an  hour  on  the  Passion 
with  humble  and  contrite  hearts. 

3.  An  indulgence  of  two  hundred  days 
for  all  the  faithful  who,  kissing  with  com 
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punction  the  said  Scapular,  shall  recite  this 
verse : 

"  IVe  beseech  Thee,  therefore,  help  Thy 
servants  J  whom  Thou  hast  redeemed  with 
T'hy  precious  bloods 

By  a  Rescript  of  March  21,  1848,  Hii 
Holiness  Pope  Pius  IX.  granted  also : 

A  plenary  indulgence  on  every  Friday  to 
all  the  faithful,  who,  wearing  the  Scapular, 
having  confessed  and  communicated,  shall 
devoutly  meditate  for  a  short  time  upon  the 
Passion  of  our  Lord,  and  pray  for  concord 
among  Christian  princes,  for  the  extirpation 
of  heresy,  and  for  the  exaltation  of  our  Htaly 
Mother  the  Church. 

The  Superior- General  of  the  Congregation 
of  the  Mission  has  moreover  received  power 
to  delegate  to  any  other  priest,  secular  or 
regular,  the  faculty  to  bless  and  distribute 
to  the  faithful  the  above-mentioned  Scapu- 
lar 

When  the  first  Scapular  is  worn  out,  it 
may  be  replaced  by  another,  without  any 
eremony  or  blessing. 

The  members  will  be  helped  to  meditate 
on  the  Passion,  by  reading  slowly,  and  pon- 
dering well,  the  fifteen  meditations  on  the 
Passion  of  our  Saviour,  which  are  generally 
found  in  Prayer-books,  or  a  passage  in  some 
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.yiher  book  which  treats  of  the  Passion  and 
Death  of  Jesas  Christ,  such  as  *'  The  Suf 
ferings  of  Christ,"  by  F.  Thomas  of  Jesus;  * 
"  The  Soul  on  Calvary ;  "  "  The  Clock  of 
the  Passion,"  by  St.  Alphonsus  Liguori 
or,  "  The  Passion  of  Jesus,"  in  poetry, 
Matthew  Bridges.  Those  who  cannot  pro- 
cure a  book,  may  purchase  for  a  trifle  "The 
Crucifix  Meditated,"  a  single  leaf,  on  which 
is  represented  the  image  of  Christ  cruci- 
5ed ;  all  around  which  are  printed  texts  of 
Holy  Writ  relating  to  the  Passion. 

Those  who  cannot  read  m^^y  gain  the  in- 
dulgence by  kneeling  before  a  crucifix  and 
saying  five  Paters  and  five  Aves,  in  honor 
of  the  five  wounds  of  Jesus  Christ,  and 
thinking  a  few  minutes  on  any  part  of  our 
Saviour's  Passion.
